The importance of keeping the front wheels 
in alignment cannot be over-estimated if you 
would get even fair service from your tires. The 
front wheels, unless properly aligned, will raise 
havoc with tire mileage. Properly adjusted, 
high pressure tires should toe in a quarter of 
an inch to compensate for the pushing apart 
affect of speed and the play ever present in 
the bushings and bearings. For balloon tires, 
most dealers agree that perfectly straight 
alignment is best, but to get this while running 
they must toe in about an eighth of an inch. 
Cramping the wheels while standing still and 
hitting the curb at an angle are the most com- 
mon causes of throwing them out of line.
